“WEEREAS, I find there is a threatened national emergency;

Section 1. There is established in the Executive Office 
of the president an office to be known as the Office for Emer- 
gency Management which shall be under the direction of one of 
the Administrative Assistants to the President, to be designated 
by the President.

(a) Assist the President in the clearance of 
information with respect to measures necessitated by 
the threatened emergency.

CONSOLIDATING CERTAIN WAR INFORMATION FUNCTIONS INTO

In recognition of the right of the American people and 
of all other peoples opposing the Axis aggressors to be truth- 
fully informed about the common war effort, and by virtue or 
the authority vested in me by the Constitution, by the First 
War Powers Act, 1941, and as President of the tinited States 
and Commander in Chier of the Army and Navy, it is hereby 
ordered as follows: 


1. The following agencies, powers, and duties are trars- 
ferred and consolidated into an Office of War Information which 
is hereby established within the Office for Emergency Management 
in the Executive Office of the President: 


a. The Office of Facts and Figures and its powers 
and duties. : 


. b. The Office of Government Reports and its powers 
“and duties. 


Gc. The powers and duties of the Co-ordinator of 
Information relating to the gathering of public 
information and its dissemination abroad, including, 
but not limited to, all powers and duties now assigned 
to the Foreign Information Service, Outpost Publica- 
tions, and Pictorial Branches of the Co-ordinator of 
Information. 


dg. The powers and duties of the Division of 
Information of the Office for Emergency Management 
relating to the dissemination of general public infor- 
mation on the war effort, except as provided in 
paragraph 10.
